Six hundred Sir George students 
payed $1.25 each to see a 
Striparama that wasn't, on Friday 
afternoon. The event, which was the 
wrap-up to Engineering Week was 
advertised a strip-tease but turned 
out to be a rather sterile exhibition 
of topless dancing. Judging by the 
audience response, however, there 
were few disappointed people. 

Outside, there was a fair deal of 
anger exhibited though, as approx- 
imately 20 demonstrators blocked 
the entrance and demanded that the 
show be stopped and the money 
refunded. The demonstrators, com- 
prising of both males and females, 
chanted “Women's bodies not for 
Sale" and managed to delay the 
show for about 1/2 an hour. 

The Engineering Association, it is 
rumoured, was warned before the 
show to keep the performance strict- 
ly legal. Several morality officers 
were said to have been present in 
the audience. 

Inside, H-110 there were in the vic- 
inity of 700 women among the spec- 
tators.

The Board of Governors and the 
courts may very well become 
involved in the Sir George Evening 
Students Association following a 
turbulent council meeting Saturday 
morning. 

In a surprisingly strong move, the 
E.S.A. voted in favour of a motion 
by Mike Hepburn that would sus- 
pend one evening student from all 
Association activities for two calen- 
dar years. The student, George 
Proussaefs, is a staff member of 
this newspaper and has met with. 
considerable opposition in his 
attempts to become an E.S.A. 
council member. He has also made 
numerous enemies with an attitude 
that Hepburn described as “des- 
tructive to the Evening Students 
Association.” Proussaefs’ suspen- 
sion, which, according to a ruling 
by chairman Stephen’ Huza, 
required a majority-less-one vote 
met with no negative votes and the 
registered abstention of Engineer- 
ing Rep Dave Giggey. The full 
wording of Hepburn's original move 
was “that George T. Proussaefs be 
suspended from any election or by- 
election of the Evening Students 
Association for the next two calen- 
dar years and that he be denied 
position on any club, publication or 





















subsidy of this council for that 
defined period — effective 
immediately.” 

The motion caused heated dis- 
cussion which some observers felt 
was both libellous and slanderous. 
Proussaefs reserved the right to 
make any statement, but did hint

There was no precedence for the 
suspension move and Day Student 
secretary Dave Saskin, Who .was 
a spectator on Saturday, cautioned 
that the E.S.A. might not have the 
legal right to such a move and 
advised that council check it before 
taking any severe suspension 
actions. 

The council felt that they derived 
their ousting power through both 
the constitution and Robert's Rules 
of Order.

Board of 


Inquiry 


Submits Findings 





The Board of Inquiry that was 
commissioned before Christmas to 
investigate the tainted E.S.A. by- 
elections of 1972 finally released 
their findings on_February 6, and 
the report was made public at 
Saturday's E.S.A. council meeting. 

Essentially, the Board confirms 
that there had been tampering with 
the ballots prior to the recount of 
November 28 but states that they 
have “been unable to establish how 
the ballots were reached or to 
establish a motive for the interfer- 
ence.’ The Board suggested that 
“the result of this interference is to 
render these ballots useless as a 
basis for recount.” 

The crisig had arisen when Alfred 
Dear defeated George T. Prous- 
saefs in the November by-elections 
and the latter had denianded a 
recount. The Evening Students 
Association had granted a recount 


to ES A Council 


and when Proussaefs came out the 
winner in the recount the E.S.A. had 
to be called into special session to 
deal with the emergency. In the 
other contested seat at the time, 
Wayne S. Gray had defeated Her- 
wig Jansen by 31 votes and in the 
subsequent recount, the difference 
had dwindled to only four votes. In . 
a December 2 meeting, the E.S.A. 
decided to temporarily ignore the 
recount results and commission a 
Board of Inquiry to study the pos- 
sibilities of tampering. That Board 
had numerous recommendations 
for the E.S.A. to avoid such a scan- 
dal in the future and these included 
that future elections be recorded by 
computer and that writing utensils 
with which to mark the ballots be 
identical. The Board also recom- 
mended that Council buy two 
books, namely The Electoral Act of 
Canada and Guides to Returning 
Officers.

Friday, February 9, 1973 twenty- 
one demonstrators, six males and 
fifteen females aligned themselves 
against the nature of the entertain- 
ment of Engineering Week at Sir 
George Williams. The event was a 
Striparama, with a performer being 
judged the winner by the rating of 
applause from the audience. Mike 
Blake, an engineering student, 
organized the spectacle. 

What was the reason for the 
rebellion? The demonstrators, 
exponents of the Women’s Libera- 
tion doctrine, objected to the exploi- 
tation and degradation of the 
female body for profit. According to 
the speaker of the group, profit was 
not the only reason for the demon- 
stration —the fact that there was 
going to be a winner caused some 
moral indignation. 

This moral conflict brings up 
some questions which the demon-

Strators failed to answer. First, 
Women's Liberation holds to the 
belief that a woman should be able 
to decide what she does with her 
body. This belief is their argument 
against any anti-abortion legisla- 
tion. In light of this assertion our 
demonstrators stand in contradic- 
tion; for don't the women participat- 
ing in the event itself have the right 
to decide what they do with their 
bodies? 

The whole affair with its pseudo- 
moral overtones is Curiously 
reminiscent of Women’s Temper- 
ance League organizations in the 
past. It is hard to. take the rebellion 
of Friday seriously especially in 
light of the number of demon- 
strators. Perhaps through some 
stroke of luck a moral ‘trans- 
formation will take place and the 
Engineering Association will plan 
activities more to the liking of their 
censors.

Estelle Wall, Austin Davis and Tess 
Ewing, none of whom had pre- 
viously acted in films. Their perfor- 
mances enhanced the film with 
ethnic texture. 

The star of the film however is 
Gordon Pinsent who has been cho- 
sen as Best Actor by the Canadian 
Film Awards. Pinsentis a charisma-

CRITIQUE

Continuing in this — series 
designed to turn you into a profes- 
sional writer, just like us (editorial 
us ), wepresentthe method by which 
you can distinguish between a 


legitimate critique and a phony._ 


This is most useful for: reading 
University newspapers (not this 
one of course), to find out if the 
writer knows anything at all about 
his subject or if he is just bluffing. 
This style of writing is used most 
frequently by students in writing 
term papers and will therefore be 
familiar to many or you. Here’s an 
example of what a writer who didn't 
have time to go the show might 
write as a phony critique. 
Melanie in Concert 

Last night (okay so far ) Place des 
Arts was brought to life by the 
unique performance of the world- 
renowned Melanie (pretty safe 
statement ). With her very first song 
the audience was immediately. in 
tune to her music (naturally, she 
was the only performer there). 

Melanie’s great sound continued 
to entertain the audience and kept 
all attention on stage throughout 
the entire first set (dumb statement 


but it takes up alot of space). There 
were a few times when there were 
minor mechanical difficulties with 
the microphones (almost always 
happens so its safe to say.
